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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that there is no indication 
that the connection of tube parts is completed before the tube is brought into the well. The applicant is incorrect. The Priestman 
reference states that short pipe sections are welded to form length 12. Then the pipe is connected to the pump and fed into a well (col, 4, 
lines 20-29). The pipe is not attached to a pump and fed into until after the pipe sections have been welded. The applicant argues that 
the Priestman references does not specifically state that the tube is plastically bent. However, after being bent the pipe goes through a 
pipe straightener before entering the well which indicates that some type of plastic bending occurs. The applicant argues that Priestman 
does not disclose a connecting area horizontally spaced away from the borehole in fig. 1 . With regards to Figure 1, in col. 4, lines 15-19, 
Priestman discloses after one reel of pipe is used up a second reel of pipe is connected to the first pipe 12 . 
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
